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AN ACT TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE CLARKE INSTITUTION 

FOR DEAF MUTES 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The name of the corporation now known as the 
Clarke Institution for Deaf Mutes in the City of Northampton is 
hereby changed to the Clarke School for the Deaf. 

Section 2. All devices, bequests, conveyances and gifts heretofore 
or hereafter made to said corporation by either of said names, shall 
vest in the corporation of the Clarke School for the Deaf. 

Sect' ON 3. This act shall take effect on its passage. 

Approved February 12, 1896. 
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Report of the Corporation 



To the Chairman of the Massachusetts Board of Education: 

Dear Sir: — The number of pupils in the Clarke School 
for the year 1920-1921 was 169. Of these, 139 were from 
Massachusetts. There were two from the State of New 
Hampshire and 28 private or paying pupils. Of this number, 
14 were day-pupils. 

Since our last report this Board has suffered the loss by 
resignation of its clerk, Dr. Edward B. Nims, after 36 years 
of most efficient service. Recognizing the fact that advancing 
years and lessening strength must inevitably bring such losses 
we wish to record our high appreciation of the work done by 
so able an official. Our Trustees as well as the officers of our 
school have, most fortunately for its well-being, filled out 
long terms of service. This has given continuity in the policy 
and management which has made for efficiency. The vacancy 
made by the resignation of Dr. Nims has been filled by the 
election of Mr. Charles R. Marsh, the Executive Secretary of 
our Endowment Campaign. 

The school maintained throughout the year its usual high 
standard of good health and earnest work. The principal's 
report published herewith will furnish details in regard to 
these matters. 

The Trustees of the school, after mature deliberation, have 
arrived at the conclusion that an increased endowment is 
necessary to maintain the school in its present efficiency. They 
desire not only to do this, but also to broaden its scope. . One 
matter which has given the Board no little anxiety is the fact 
that the teachers in its service although giving instruction to 
a large number of Massachusetts children, are debarred from 
the pension lists of the public school and that the allowance 
from the State Treasury with the income from our present 
endowment are insufficient to provide for the increase in sal- 
aries which could in any way offset this. It is also greatly to 
be desired that scholarships for both pupils and Normal 
students should be increased in number. The Board desire 
also to modernize some of the school's older buildings. The 
high cost of labor and materials during the last few years has 
prevented repairs that can no longer be economically delayed. 
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The great desirability of establishing a department to do 
research work in our special field cannot be questioned. The 
possibility of entering upon this work has been, up to the 
present time, not to be considered. After the expenditures 
for imperative needs were met there was no balance left that 
could be applied to this purpose. The establishment of such 
a department contemplates the employment of a special 
worker or workers charged with the investigation of all prob- 
lems connected with the education of deaf children and tlie 
general problem of deafness. The science of teaching the deaf 
has its own peculiar problems which other educational research 
does not solve. Instructors of the deaf are still required to 
do far too much pioneer work. Avenues for the distribution 
of information exist but there is no group of specialists whose 
sole business it is to acquire that information. If teaching 
methods are to improve as they should, instructors must not 
only continue to think for themselves, but there should be a 
group whose sole business it is to assist them in their thinking. 
Considered from the standpoint of the school room, research 
and laboratory work at Clarke School would have among its 
first aims the securing for the deaf child of 

(a) Greater intelligibility of speech and better 
quality and control of voice, these to be secured 
by a fuller study of anatomy, the laws of 
sound vibration and rhythm. 

(b) Extent to which sight and touch may be used 
in giving speech to deaf children. 

(c) Instruments for amplification of sound. 

(d) Devices for visualizing sound. 

(e) Cultivation of residual hearing. 

(f ) The Psychology of Deafness. 

(g) Better classification of pupils secured through 
the use of mental and educational tests. 

(h) Occupations best suited to the deaf. 

A school for the deaf is, unquestionably, the right place 
for such research w ork for the school provides an opportunity 
to study the organs of speech, respiration and hearing in use. 
The School for the Deaf also offers opportunity to observe an 
individual child over a period of years.

xVfter careful consideration of all these matters, our Board 
of Trustees, at their regular meeting on June eighth last, 
passed the following resolutions: 

Whereas the Trustees of Clarke School realize 
that the standards and the present needs of the 
School cannot adequately be supported with the in- 
terest bearing funds at its command, which have 
not been increased by private benefactors within the 
last thirty years, and 

Whereas it is their belief that many of the prob- 
lems now confronting those denied the gift of hearing 
in infancy or who in later life have become deafened 
may be solved by well financed study and scientific 
research and thus further progress in the science of 
teaching the deaf and in relieving the social isolation 
of the deafened may be made possible. Therefore 
be it 

Resolved that the Trustees of the Clarke School 
commit themselves to a financial appeal to the gen- 
eral public for a minimum sum of $500,000 of which 
$150,000 may be used to meet the immediate financial 
and physical needs of the school and the remaining 
$350,000 or as much more as may accrue to the 
Trustees as the result of this appeal, shall be used as 
an endowment, the income of which shall be employed 
to pay teachers' salaries, to provide for scholarships 
and also to meet such expenses as may be necessary 
to create and conduct a Department of Research, 
which shall concern itself with all problems relating 
to the deaf and looking toward the improvement of 
the methods of teaching the deaf and amelioration of 
the social isolation of the deafened and the hard of 
hearing; and to disseminate the knowledge thus se- 
cured. And be it further 

Resolved that copies of this minute be trans- 
mitted to those organizations, associations and indi- 
viduals known to be interested in the cause of the 
deaf, requesting their endorsement of this project 
and their personal co-operation and assistance in 
securing the funds necessary to carry out the provi- 
sions of this resolution. 
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On the basis of its reco7'd, its apportunities and its needs 
the Trustees of Clarke School l:ave decided to make this appeal 
to the general public. We trust your honorable Board may 
consider this action as dictated by sound judgment and give 
it your hearty endorsement.

INCREASE OF ENDOWMENT FUND 

OF 

CLARKE SCHOOL 

The Clarke School was founded fifty-four years ago, and 
at that time was endowed by John Clarke. The income of 
this endowment has been used to increase the efficiency of the 
school without increasing charges. During these years the 
School has taught deaf children from both within and with- 
out the State and has trained teachers in its Normal Class 
for service in the schools of the country. 

Within the last few years Clarke School, in common with 
other educational organizations in the country, has. found it- 
self unable to meet the demands made upon its income. It is 
the wish of the Board of Trustees to keep the school one 
of moderate cost, while providing all that is essential to the 
best educational training for its pupils. In order to do this it 
becomes necessary to increase the Endowment Fund. The 
Board has, therefore, voted to raise at least $500,000. With 
this increase it is hoped to avoid deficit for current expenses, 
to increase salaries, to establish a few scholarships for pupils 
and for normal students, and also found a research depart- 
ment for the study of problems concerning the deaf. Such a 
department should prove of great value to the cause of the 
education of the deaf of the country. The work of raising 
thig fund is already begun. The Alumni of the school were 
the first workers in the field and the sum of $4,000 raised 
by them is a most gratifying proof of their loyalty to the 
school. The citizens of Northampton have raised a fund of 
somewhat over $54,000 which was the very generous sum 
named by them as their goal — a thousand dollars for each year 
of the life of the school. This fund at their request is to be 
known as the Caroline A. Yale Fund. The state and national 
campaigns will follow. 

The Trustees desire to urge upon friends of the school 
active interest and co-operation in this work. When many 
schools and educational organizations are receiving large sums 
of money with which to carry on their work, it would seem 
only just that like help should be offered students who, in spite 
of serious limitations, are striving to fit themselves for life. 
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The school which has been endorsed by such men as 
Gardiner Green Hubbard, Lewis J. Dudley, Franklin Carter, 
Frank B. Sanborn, Alexander Graham Bell, and Calvin 
Coolidge, cannot fail to engage the interest and support of 
those who stand ready to help forward educational and 
philanthropic work.

Principars Report 



To the Members of the Board of Corporation: 

Gentlemen : — We present at this time the fifty-fourth 
annual report of the school conducted under your care. The 
entire number of pupils enrolled during the last year was 177. 
The year closed with 169 present. Of this last number fifty- 
five were in the Primary Department, sixty-one in the Inter- 
mediate, and fifty-three in the Grammar School. One hundred 
thirty-nine were supported by the state of Massachusetts, two 
by the State of New Hampshire, and twenty-eight were private 
pupils from the states of Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
York, Ohio, Virginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, Ken- 
tucky, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Oklahoma, Colorado, 
Montana, Minnesota, and California. 

The general health of the school throughout the year was 
good, but in the spring measles appeared and somewhat inter- 
rupted school work. A serious case of mastoiditis appeared 
in the Grammar Department which, however, made good 
recovery. During the Christmas holidays those of our family 
who remained here were greatly shocked by the death of 
Harold Abbott, a member of our Intermediate Department, 
who was drowned in Paradise Pond. Harold was the son of 
missionaries in India and had been connected with the school 
for several years. Entering the school at an early age and 
separated by so great a distance from his family he became 
in a special sense our care. His family being in this country 
for a time, he had been at home with them, coming to the 
school as a day-pupil. The sympathy of the school for the 
bereaved family was most deep and sincere. Late in the year, 
Harry Berman, a little boy who had only recently entered the 
school was operated on at the Dickinson Hospital for appen- 
dicitis and after a few day's illness died. 

Just before the close of the school year Miss Sarah 
Haskins, who had been the supervisor of our older boys for 
many years, died after a brief illness. So long a period of 
faithful, skilful service demands very warm recognition. 

At the close of the year Miss Mary Smith, who had been 
connected with the school for forty years, resigned. The 
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greater portion of this time she had been the capable and 
efficient matron in Baker Hall. The value of snch service 
cannot be overestimated. The good wishes of all her friends 
here follow her in her years of release from active duties. 

The general course of instruction pursued in the school 
during the year varied but little from that of the preceding 
year. For the past two years an increasing amount of atten- 
tion has been paid to the development of residual hearing. 
The results of this work seem to justify the amount of time 
spent upon it and to increase our confidence in the advisability 
of still farther extending this work. The cultivation of the 
imperfect hearing of our pupils has been a subject of attention 
from the earliest years of the school, but with farther study of 
the question and closer observation the amount of time spent 
upon it and the results obtained have steadily increased. 
Thirty per cent of the pupils in our school receive instruction 
of this sort. The conviction has grov/n upon us that still 
more work should be done in this direction and that the only 
way to successfully arrange for it is to provide special workers 
to investigate and plan for this and other lines of work. 

The school received during the year the gift of a Moving 
Picture machine from Mr. J. Lewis Bumgardner of Beckiey, 
West Virginia, whose daughter is a pupil in the school. The 
machine — A 6A, Powers Excelite — ^has been installed in the 
Gilmore Gymnasium and provides for our pupils most valu- 
able instruction and great pleasure. It can but be a gift oi 
permanent value to the school. 

We have also to mention with deep appreciation the gift 
to the Library of a number of beautifully illustrated books 
from Mrs. Lucy S. Clapp, the mother of one of our pupils. A 
gift from the graduating class of seventy carefully selected 
volumes has also added greatly to the value of our Library. 
We appreciate deeply such help toward the work of providing 
suitable and abundant reading matter for our pupils. 

The annual Christmas Sale of the children took place as 
usual. Owing to the increased amount of work done by the 
pupils and the gifts sent in by the Alumni, the proceeds were 
in advance of any previous year, being over $700. By vote 
of the pupils a portion of this amount was given to the endow- 
ment fund, a portion was appropriated to the installation of 
the moving picture machine, another portion to the comple- 
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tion of the girls' tennis court, the remainder being used for 
the expenses of the athletic team. The hearty spirit of co- 
operation which it fosters is one of the most valuable results 
of such an undertaking as that of our Christmas Sale. 

Not long before the close of school a lawn dance given 
under the direction of two of our former pupils, Misses Mary 
and Asta Oiesen, and the teacher of gymnastics added sixty- 
two dollars to the endowment fund. 

One of the most delightful surprises of the year w^as the 
generous action of the Kiwanis Club in taking our whole 
school, teachers and officers, for an afternoon's automobile 
ride. The appreciation of all the members of our family was 
most hearty and sincere. 

On June eighth graduation exercises were held in the 
Gilmore Gymnasium. Dr. Alexander Graham Bell was 
present and presided. Dr. Albert Parker Fitch of Amherst 
gave the address which proved most interesting and inspiring.

These teachers are now teaching in Halifax, Nova Scotia ; 
Flint, Michigan ; Staunton, Virginia, and Clarke School. 

At the close of the year Miss Margaret Sparks severed 
her connection with the school, and her place has been filled 
by the appointment of Miss Laura Walbridge, a graduate of 
Middlebury College, Vt., and a teacher of some experience in 
high school work. Miss Frances McKeen was absent from 
work after the Christmas holidays on account of ill health. 
Miss Gawith, the associate-principal of the school was granted 
a year's release from school work. At this date her health is 
so far restored that she is able to resume a part of her regular 
duties. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Woodbury has been appointed as matron 
of Baker Hall. Having been for two years a supervisor in 
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that department she has gained a familiarity with its general 
management which will prove invaluable in the position she 
has now assumed. 

We have to report with very deep appreciation the estab- 
lishment of a scholarship by Mr. and Mrs. H. D. Munger of 
Dallas, Texas, in recognition of the work done for their two 
children, Marguerite and Henry. The annual income from 
this fund of $10,000 — to be known as the Munger Scholar- 
ship Trust Fund — is to be used in aiding pupils who could 
not otherwise become members of the school. We deeply 
appreciate the generous gift and cordially endorse the hope 
of the donors that this may suggest to other generous givers 
the establishment of similar scholarships. 

The Alumni of the Normal Department of the school have 
raised the money to provide a scholarship in that department 
for the coming year. It is their hope that this may become a 
permanent scholarship. Such a gift from the Alumni will 
meet a long felt want and is a most grateful recognition of 
their own appreciation of the value of the work done for 
students in this department. 

Generous gifts from Mr. Nathan L. Dauby and Commo- 
dore Louis Beaumont have again been received. We appre- 
ciate most deeply the repeated gifts of these friends of the 
school. 

The closing weeks of the school year inaugurated your 
effort to increase the endowment fund of the school, and the 
weeks of the summer vacation were occupied with farther 
preparatory work in the same direction. . The very cordial 
endorsement of our friends gives us reason to hope that your 
efforts to widen the scope of the school's work will meet with 
a generous response. 

The Alumni of the School, early in the year, organized 
their own campaign and have raised among themselves about 
$4,000.00. Considering the limited number of the Alumni this 
seems to us to indicate a most loyal and devoted spirit. 

With grateful appreciation of the loyalty of officers and 
pupils and the unfailing support and wise counsel of this 
Board.

The Clarke School is located in tlie city of Northampton, 
its buildings occupying the highest part of Hound Hill over- 
looking the city. 

The school, at the time of its establishment in 1867, was 
endowed by John Clarke, a generous-hearted citizen of this 
city. The present site was purcliased and tlie buildings, 
with the exception of the last two, were built from this fund. 
The (iilmore Gymnasium and its furnishings were the gift 
of Mr. and Mrs. Edwin W. (Iilmore of North Easton. The 
(Jardiner (Jreene Hubbard Hall was erected from funds be- 
(jueatlied to the school by Mrs. Hubbard for that purpose. 
It is the central school building, containing in addition to 
recreation rooms and offices the Gertrude M. Hubbard 
Chapel — the gift of her daughter, Mrs. Alexander Graham 
Bell — and the Alumni Library. The entire income of the 
endowment fund is used to carry on the work of the school. 

It is the purpose of this school to provide instruction for 
girls and boys who, because of total or partial deafness, are 
unable to profit by the instruction given in schools for hear- 
ing children. The Board of Education of the State of 
Massachusetts will, on application from the parents of any 
deaf cliild, arrange with the authorities of the school for the 
child 's board and tuition at the expense of the State. 

Pupils are seldom admitted under five years of age and 
more frequently at six or seven. There is no fixed limit to 
the length of time for w^hicli a pupil may be retained. The 
Massachusetts Board of Education issues a warrant in behalf 
of a child to cover its support for a term of ten years, but in 
the case of promising pupils this term may be extended. The 
exact number of years required to complete the course of 
study cannot be stated, as the age and attainments of enter- 
ing pupils vary so greatly. 

The charge for paying pupils is six hundred dollars for 
board and tuition; for tuition alone two hundred and fifty 
dollars. Payments are required in advance in September 
and February. 

The pupils are divided into three distinct groups, each 
constituting a family and dei)artment by itself. The pupils 
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of the Primary live in Dudley Hall and occupy school rooms 
on the lower floor of Hubbard Hall ; the pupils of the Inter- 
mediate live in Baker Hall and occupy school rooms on the 
upper floor of Hubbard Hall; the pupils of the Grammar 
school live in Eogers Hall and occupy the main floor of 
Hubbard Hall. 

The course of instruction, given elsewhere, is intended 
to fit boys and girls for entrance to the High School. It is 
not, however, expected that all graduates will attempt this, 
but if it seems advisable for any to pursue a further course 
of study after graduation here, they may hope to do so at 
their own homes in the public high schools. 

The method of instruction employed is that known as 
the Oral Method, under which all instruction is given through 
speech and speech-reading. Effort is made to develop the 
moral and social side of the child's nature, and a carefully 
selected library fosters the habit of reading. Sewing, cook- 
ing, basketry and light housework are taught the girls, while 
the boys are taught sloyd, and cabinet work; typewriting, 
printing, and weaving are also taught to selected pupils. 
The Gilmore Gymnasium furnishes ample means for the 
physical training of all pupils. 

There are forty weeks in the school year, with a summer 
vacation of twelve or thirteen weeks. At the Holidays there 
is a recess of a few days which the pupils may spend at home. 
See Calendar. 

All applications for admission for the succeeding year 
should be made before the end of June. A small sum of 
money, not less than ten dollars, should be deposited with the 
Principal at the beginning of the year in September and an 
equal amount at the middle of the year in February for 
incidental expenses. Every 'article of clothing should be 
marked with the child 's full name and a list of the same sent 
in the pupiPs trunk.

Normal Class for Teachers of the Deaf Under the 

Oral Method. 



In 1892, the American Association to Promote the Teach- 
ing of Speech to the Deaf, passed the following resolutions: 

^^ Whereas, statistics show that the training schools for 
teachers of the deaf at present existing in America, do not 
supply a sufficient number of trained teachers of articulation 
to meet the demand, and. 

Whereas, the Clarke Institution of Northampton, Mass., 
has had for years a training class for the teachers of her own 
school ; 

Be it resolved. That the Trustees of the Clarke Institu- 
tion be requested to enlarge their training class so as to supply 
teachers for other schools; and 

Eesolved, That the officers of this Association transmit 
these resolutions to the Trustees of the Clarke Institution/' 

In response to this request a class of Normal students is 
each year received. 

The work of the Class continues throughout the ten 
months of the school year and consists of courses of study and 
reading ; of observation of school-room work, and of teaching 
under direction. The subjects studied are: — preparatory 
sense training ; mental development and methods of language 
teaching; formation and development of elementary English 
sounds ; Visible Speech ; anatomy and physiology of the vocal 
organs ; voice training ; aural training ; speech reading ; adap- 
tation of methods of teaching arithmetic, geography, history, 
etc. ; and the history of the education of the deaf. A course 
of lessons in blackboard drawing is also offered. 

Arrangements have now been made with Miss Martha 
Bruhn to give each Normal Class a course of lessons in the 
Millie- Walle method of teaching lip-reading to deaf adults 
(now more commonly known in this country as the Bruhn 
Lip-Reading System). 

An entrance examination in the common English 
branches (Arithmetic, Geography, United States History, 
Grammar and English) is required. This examination may be 
taken at the school any time before the middle of June. 
Applicants residing at a distance may have the papers sent 
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to a local superintendent of schools or other responsible per- 
son under whose supervision the examination may be written 
and by whom the papers may be forwarded to us. 

Under the present affiliation of the School and the 
American Association to Promote the Teaching of Speech to 
the Deaf, all certificates awarded on the completion of this 
normal course bear the endorsement of both the School and 
the Association. 

The normal students room and board in the school. The 
charge to each student is two hundred and fifty dollars, the 
balance of the expense being paid by the Association. A 
registration fee of twenty-five dollars is required ; one hundred 
dollars to be paid at the opening of the year and the remain- 
ing one hundred and twenty-five dollars in February. The 
above charge does not cover the expenses of laundry, which 
must be provided for by each student. The Clarke School 
No'i'mal Association has established a scholarship which will 
provide for the expenses of one or more students.

Massachusetts Law in Regard to the Education of 

the Deaf. 

(Revised Laws. Chap. 39.) 

EDUCATION OF THE DEAF AND BLIND. 

Section 19. Tlie governor may, upon the request of the parents 
or guardians and with the approval of the board, send such deaf 
persons as he considers proper subjects for education, for a term not 
exceeding ten years, but, upon the like request and with like approval 
he may continue for a longer term the instruction of meritorious pupils 
recommended by the principal or other chief of&cer of the school of 
which they are members, to the American School, at Hartford, for the 
deaf, in the State of Connecticut, to the Clarke School for the Deaf at 
Northampton, to the Horace Mann School at Boston, or to any other 
school for the deaf in the commonwealth, as the parent or guardians 
may prefer; and with the approval of the board, he may, at the expense 
of the commonwealth, make such provision for the care and education 
of children who are both deaf and blind as he may deem expedient. 
No distinction shall be made on account of the wealth or poverty of such 
children or their parents. No such pupil shall be withdrawn from such 
institutions or schools except with the consent of the authorities thereof 
or of the governor; and the expense of the institution and support of 
such pupils in such institutions or schools, including their necessary 
traveling expenses, whether daily or otherwise, shall be paid by the com- 
monwealth; but the parents or guardians of such children may pay the 
whole or any part of such expenses. 

Sec. 20. The board shall direct and supervise the education of all 
such pupils, and shall state in its annual report the number of pupils 
so instructed, the cost of their instruction and support, the manner in 
which the money appropriated by the commonwealth therefor has been 
expended and such other information as it considers important.
